He said yesterday
that ha had not practiced riding for two
weeks and waa in poor condition. The
spectators, however, did not appear to be
awaro of that faot and were very apprecia-
tive of all his efforts.

WORLD'S CHAMPIONSHIP.
The calling of the sixth race was the

occasion of great excitement. It was the
raoe in which the world's most noted rid-
ers competed for tho golden oup. When
tho start was made, J. P. Bliss, of Chicago,
took the lead. He went to the quarter in
:33 S.5. There A. W. Warren took the lead.
Before the half was reached a number of
the riders dropped, as they had no hope of
winning. Everybody was waiting to see
what Zimmerman and the "South African"
would do. When the three-quart- er

point was reached Zimmerman had not
been heard from. The South African was
in the lead. Coming down the home
stretch the world's champion darted out
from the bunch of riders and came homo
first. The announcement of the time,
2:1245, brought forth the wildest applause.

It was announced at the track that this
was the best mile record in a race, but
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The Journal Yrizt C'ut , offend with the Cluo
Championship.

This action was taken in ac-
cordance with tho rule of the League of
American Wheelmen, which reads: "Anr
competitor falling within thirty eet of the
start the race shall be called back. John-
son did not re-ent- er the race as he had
already been in four, and was worn out.
Bliss covered the five miles in thirteen
minutes and sixteen seconds, with the
South African a close second.
